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PREFACE 


The following pages contain the names of certain members of 
the Kleckner and Fessler families from a restricted area in central Penn- 
sylvania, The Kleckner family records have bean taken mostly from exist- 


ing sources in Schuylkill and Northampton Counties. A few of the earlier 


ones have cone from Berk's County since Schuylkill was a part of Berk's 


County until 1811, LOR5185 


The pertinent Fessler family statistics were found mostly in 
Schuylkill and Berk's Counties. A different group of Fesslers were 
found in Lancaster County as early as 1721. While they have no known 
relationship to the family of Fesslere with which the writer has interest, 
they are included so that they may be of use and interest to others bearing 
the same name, The sama is true for a group of Kleckners taken from 
Northampton County sources, 

The inclusion of all names having no direct bearing on the 
lineage of Klecknser and Fessler families in which the writer has interest 
was considered of possible value to others, particularly since a copy of 
these findings as incomplete asp it ise-lacking many names, dates and

John Stephen and Adam Kleckner, brothers, came to this country 
from Germany in 1753, John Stephen settled in Berk's County, Pennsylvania, 
and KE, W, Hocker in his book, "German Settlers in Pennsylvania, 1743-1800", 
wrote: 

“Johannes Kleckner, Allemangel (settled) 
near Velten Probst, Albany Township, 
Berk's County," 

John Kleckner did not stay very long in Albany Township, He 
took title to land in the more remote and Indian infested Brunswick Town- 
ship to the north, In Brunswick and in the later established West Penn 
Townships (formerly a part of Northampton County), descendants of the 
original Kleckner family have remained for years, In fact, several still 
_hold land in this very area in what is known ag igekner's Valley, 
originally designated as such by Reading Howel on hig map made in 1792, 
on which he wrote, "To Thomas Mifflin Governor, Tha Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania - This Map is 
respectfully inseribed by the author," 

The first John Kleckner was quite young when he came from 
Germany, His brother Adam was 30 years old according to immigration 
records, John must have been in his early twenties, although there is 


no note of same, 
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Little has been written orks early struggles of John 
Kleckner, although of course he mst have labored and suffered the 
usual hardships of the many German settlers of this early period. 

It is known that he owned land during and after the Revolutionary War, | 
The Proprietary and State Tax Lists (Pennsylvania Archives, 3rd Series, 
Volume 18) of 1779, 1780, 1781 and 1785 show that he was taxed on from 
100 to 108 acres, Search of the sane sources for other years during 
this period would probably bring forth similar informtion, 

John Kleckner served at three different periods during the 
Revolutionary War, His record with substantiating sources is aa follows;

John died in’ 1787 leaving no will, As a consequence the court 
| appointed Elisabeth, his wife, and Andrew, his son, as administrators 
(Records Intestate, Volume page 102, Herk's County). For some reason 
there was no division of the property, Later records however point to 
the need to carry on the farm for the support of minor children, since 
the Court of Schuylkill County (Schuylkill County was established about 
1611 primarily of Berk's County area) directed that the administrators, 
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beginning February 23, 1813, should be "Andrew and John Kleckner, 
Brunswick Township, sons of Elizabeth Kleckner," (Letters of Adwinistra- 
tion, Schuylkill County) 

Further proor that this estate ran for over thirty years is 
contained in a most unusual contract recorded in Schuylkill County in 
tigcellaneous Book 2 page 112 recorded on the 26th day of March, 1821, 
in which John, son of the Revolutionary War’ soldier, obligated himself 
to pay the heirs of Andrew his brother, as well as his three sisters, 
certain sums of money. | 

The exact date of birth of the second John is not known, From 
census records hovever we approximate the year to be 1766, His wife, 
Catherine, was born 1766, She died October ), 1857, age 91 years. 

The records so far have not shown how many children were born 
to John Jr, and Catherine (Freiden's Church--Kleckner's Valley, burned 
with all records lost), We do know that they had two sons, John Jr. and 
Daniel, The census records of 1820 begin to pick up John Jr. who with 
his wife Catherine had 10 living children Listed, One of these children 
died at a young age, since two more--Mary Ann (died in infancy) and 
Carolins--were born after this period. 

Frank Fessler, age 85, still living at Lansford, Pennsylvania, 


lists his mother's (Caroline) brothers and sisters as known to his to ba

Caroline, with whom we treat, not only married a Civil War 
veteran, Michael Fessler, who was wounded at the Battle of Gettysburg, 
but her brother Isaac also served in the Civil War. Isaac died ina 


southern prison after having been captured by Moseby's Guerrillas during 
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a Virginia Campaign, Both Caroline and Michael were buried at Sumitt 
Hill, Pennsylvania, |

THE FESSLER FAMILY 

The good ship "Beulah", on September 10, 1753, arrived in the 
port of Philadelphia from Rotterdam, Holland, carrying as usual a sizable 
_ group of German immigrants. Among these was Johann Albrecht Fessler Sr, 
with hig two sons, Johann Albrecht Jr, and Andreas, 

Johann Albrecht Fessler Sr, must have been in his late sixties 
or his early seventies since nis elder sen, Johana Albrecht Jr. was 
listed as being forty-nine at the time of thelr arrival in america, This 
branch of the Fessler anit iyiosis from Sindringen in Hohenlohe, Germany, 
The Fessler family traveled from Philadelphia to Keading in Herk's Gounty, 
Pennsylvania, where residence must have been maintained for a few years. 
It is certain that the younger son wag in Keading in 1767 since he was 
listed in the tax returns of that city as a weaver, it is believed that 


he remained there permansntly.

Johann Albrecht Fessler Sr, has left little of record, iis son, 
Johann Albrecht Jr,, however, traveled beyond Reading to Heidleburg Town~

John Nicholas was baptized in the Zion's Blue Mountain Church 
at Upper Tulpehocken in Berk's County, and nothing further 1s found in the 
records until 1790, when he is listed in the first Federal Census as living 


in Dauphin County, Pennsylvania, with his wife and four children, 
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Michael is found in the tax returns of 1768 listed as a single 
nan in Reading. In the same year on May 5 the records of the Trinity 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of the above city state: 

"Married, Michael Fessler son of (Johann) Albrecht i’essler 
of Heidleburg Township to Mary Catherine Braun 2nd daughter 
of George Conrad Braun of Reading (at fuesday's prayer 
meeting)" | we 

the only mention of Anna Barbara so far found is in the records 
of the North Heildleburg Church, which state that she was in a "Confirna- 
tion Class" in 1763 at the age of fourteen, 

Eva Maria was confirmed in 1765 in the same church at the age 
of fourteen and no further record has been found, 

Concerning Johann Albrecht Fessler's death, the records of the 
North Heidleburg Church of Berk's County contain the following: 
 Wd4ed, Johann Albrecht Fessler, son of Johann Albrecht. 

Fessler sr, May 1772. He was born 1704 in Sindringen in 
Hohenlohe, Garmany, Married 1728 (first wife), Had 5 
children - living." 

Albrecht Fessler was the son of Johann Albrecht Fessler Jr. 
The exact date of birth is still to be determined from the records, 
‘Albrecht is listed among those who received "warrenties" of land from 
Pennsylvania in 1785, His grant covered 250 acres in Berk's County. 
Since he dled intestate his property was divided among his children by 
court action with his son Michael acting as adninistrator. The records 
of the Reading Court House show the following: 

"Pater Frailey, Register for the Probate of Wills and 

granting of Letters of Aduinistration: 

To Michael Fessler, a son of Albrecht Fessler, late of 
Pine Grove Township yeoman, Greeting... ..cccevvesccene 


Michael Yessler is hereby given powers of administration 
as of December 4, 1805."

Grove community of Berk's County, 
Pennsylvania, At the age of 20 we find him in the reoords of the First 
trinity Church of Pine Grove, where he was first confirmed, Successive 
confirmations wore listed in 1786 and 1793. 

Of his military record, the Pemmsylvania Historical and iHuseun 
Commission at Harrisburg states: 

"the earliest record of his service is dated 1787, It is 
interesting to know that this man served during the 
troublous years immediately following the Revolution, and 
that he had a hand in bringing about a real peace in the 
State," 

In the 6th Series "Pennsylvania Archives" Volume III page 95, 
we find the record of the participation of Michae]. Fessler, Private in 
the Expedition to Wyoming, when his company, under Captain Ohristinn 
Madery of Berk's County, was ordered to Wyoming by the Supreme Executive 
Gouneil of the State, remaining in service there until his discharge 
January 6, 1788, when he was allowed 5 deye to go home after the delivery 
of his arms to Colonel Eckert. In this same reference we find that 
Michael Fessler had "received his lieutenancy and was serving as a conm~ 
miseioned officer in the 2nd Regiment of Berk's County under Lieutenant 


Colonel Christian Lower." 
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Michael Fessler married Margreta Buthmann on February 2, 1790, 
at Christ's Lutheran Church, at Stouchburg, Pa,, and in 1000 after the 
death of his first wife he married Klizabeth Kunfer (Confer), He lad 
twenty-one children, Fifteen of these were Living when he died Septen~

This Michael, whom we sometimes refer to as the second Michael, 
also served his country, Enlisting in the Union Army on November 3, 
1862, at 28 years of age, he became a private in Company I of the 15lst 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, This company was composed of expert riflemen 
and was Seeewblad at Camp Curtain, On Noverber 26, 1862, the reginent 
marched to Washington, D.C., and went from there to Arlington Heights, 
Virginia, where their rations became exhausted and where they were 


assisted by tha 25th Maine Regiment. On the 3rd day of December they 
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proceeded to Alexandria, Virginia, and from this city went on to Union 
Millis. There they found themselves in the country of Moseby's Guerrillas, 

In February the regiment proceeded to Belle Plain where bad 
weather caused many to dle from exposure, 

As part of the 3rd Division they were sent to Port Conway 
prior to Chancelloreville, Participating in the battle of Chancellors~ 
ville, where they replaced the llth Corps, they fought part of Stonewall 
Jackson's Army but were forced to retire to White Gak Church, Here they 
encamped for a time because of a tremendously heavy sick list, 

the hbiecay ‘to Gettysburg was begun on June 12, 1863. With a 
forced march of 105 miles in 3 days they placed themselves between Lee's 
Army and Washington and then proceeded to Gettysburg where they partici- 
pated in this terrific engagement, Company I put up-a brave fight. 
Entering the battle with 21 officers and 166 men the company suffered 
severe losses, Two officers and 66 mon were killed and 12 officers and 
187 man wounded, ‘The eEN lost fifty per cent of ita strength, (0) 

i Michael waa wounded at Gettysburg and as a consequence was 
discharged from active service July 27th, 1863; returning to his wife 
and family. | 

Moving from his father's fara in Nanbelma Township, Michael 
bought and sold property in Pottsville and Tasaqua and finally sattinal 
‘an Tagarord: Pennsylvania, Both hea and his wits are buried at Sumnitt 
Hill in the same State.
